Among the twenty synagogues which appertain to the large Jewish Con. 
gregation at Bagdad there is one known as “Shech (Sheikh) Yizchak,” which 
commemorates an interesting episode in German history. We are told in history 
that Charles the Great maintained cordial re lations with his famous contemporary, 
the Caliph Haroun Alraschid, from whom he received, at Aix-lah pelle, an 
Ambassador bearing with him many cestly Oriental curiosities, th: gift of the 
Eastern monarch to his European brother sovereign. In return for this much 
appreciated mark of attention the Emperor Charles sent Isaac, a Jewish ny rchant 
and a great linguist, with a letter of thanks to Bagdad, then the seat of the 
Caliphate. At the same time his Majesty directed his Atbassador to 
Haroun Alraschid’s protection for the grave of the founder of the 
religion in Jerusalem, Pulestine be ing it that time under his dominion. Charles 
the Great thus show ed himself to be far in advance of European monarchs of «a 
much later and more enlightened period, in entrusting so. important a diplomatic 
and religious inission to a Jew. Once in Bagdad, Isaac, whilst mindful of bis 
duty as the representative of the mightiest Prince in the West, did not forget his 
obligations towards his fellow-Jews..

The difliculty cannot. be removed unless we assume that the great 
patriarchs were wanting in a theological knowledge which was possessed by their 
predecessors—a hypothesis which is contrary to the spirit both of the Penta- 
teuchal history and of Jewish interpretation of it. But the most forcible 
argument in support of the dualistic theory is to b> found in the circumstance 
that two totally distinct accounts of the Creation are given in Genesis. After 
the detailed narrative contained in the first chapter-—a narrative which includes 
the formation of the beasts and of the human species, male and female—we meet 
in the second chapter with an apparently independent account of the Creation 
and one which differs from the first in many particulars, but notably as to the for-

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 

Thi ‘Spe cial Comiuittee appointed by the Council of the United Synagogue 

to consider and report on the financial arrangements of the synagogues has 
made the following preliminary report (signed by Lord Rothschild as Chairman), 
which will be considered at a mecting of the Council to be held on Tuesday 


next: 

The Committee have adopted the following Resolutions as the basis of their 
scheme. They are now actively engaged in the examination of the figures and de- 
tails which must necessarily be studied before the subjained Resolutions can be put 
into legislative shape ; but they are desirous of obtaining on this subject the opinion 
of the Council on the principles which they have laid down for procedure ; and 
they submit. theretore, the subjoined Resolutions for the consideration of the 
Council, recommending that they be affirmed :— 

1. That this Committee deems it expedient to endeavour to xatisfy a desire 

which has been generally expressed for greater freedom of action by the 
Local Boards of Management. and with that view recommends that arrange- 
ments be made by which, after providing for all outlays considered by the 
Council necessary for general purposes, for local salaries, and for such 
other local expenses as the United Synagogue may Le directly responsi le 
for, any balance of local income be left under the control of the Local 
Boards of Management, although such a measure is not in agreement with 
the financial arrangemen*s under which the affairs of the United Syna- 
gocue have hitherto been administered, 

’. That with respect to such synagogues as under auy such system may show a 
deficiency, proposals for meeting this deficiency from the general income 
of the United Synagogue may be submitted at the commencement of each 
year, any such subvention when voted to be incladed in the sum to be 
provided for general purposes,

Tle would 
remind the Yehidim that the necotiations for the sale of frontage in Heneage Lane 
to the Commis-ioners of Sowers were entirely optional on the part of the Executive 
of the Congregation, so that they could withdraw at any time they liked.

The Report and Balance-Sheet were read, The report siates that the number 
of children on the register has increased from 1 to 529. thi: being the largest 
number known in the schools. The average daily attendance has been pe elae 
v2 per cent. of the average number of pupils on the register. Owing to th % 
mitting attention of the Treasurer (Mr. A. Arnholz), the schoo! fees hay. } 
far more regularly than in previous years. at ths same time the district ja noo 
hatited by a pooorer classof people, and this. prevents any increase 
amount received.’ The total Government Grant earne! has been £150 1 rs, dd. the 
average being £1 2s, 2d. foreach boy, €1 0s. 114d foreach girl, and 154. 34. for 
eacn infant.

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THE JEW AND. THE. HISTORIC 


CONSCIOUSNESS, 


Tue life-work of Leovotp Zusxz, upon which we dwelt last week, chietly 
consisted in deepening the historic consciousness in the Jewish mind. His 
great aim was to show his coreligionists that their Past was not inglorious, 
but that it deserved to become a source of pride and inspiration. Previously 


to the age of Zusz the Jews had too tamely submitted to the reproach 
that their race occupied a low position in the seale of humanity, that its 
intellectual activities had ever been small, that it had contributed nothing 
to the higher progress of mankind. Zesz determined to arouse his 
brethren from so unbecoming a lethargy, and to awaken in them a just sense 
of their importance. He proved in the great work on which his fame will 
principally rest that the Jew, instead of being morally and intellectually the 
inferior of his neighbour, had in the Middle Ages set a bright example of a 
life marked by purity and animated by lofty spiritual ideas, 


certainly 
did not strike out this new path in Jewish literature. He followed where 


men like and Rarovrort had led. 


The latter, especially, had 
shown that, far from deserving the charge of having done nothing for the 
cause of progress, the Jew deserves the gratitude of the world for having 
kept the torch of knowledge burning when the greater part of Europe was 
plunged in darkness. But Zonz produced a greater effect than his prede- 
cessors in the same field. The sympathy for the achievements of the Vast 


which he was able to awaken in a marked degree was reinforced by 


his. pathetic allusions to the sufferings that too often accompanied 
them. While the Israelite was enriching the world with literary 


treasures and examples of lofty conduct, the world showed its gratitude by 
heaping cruelties on the head of its benefactor! Yet the fealty preserved 
by the race to its two characteristic ideals—nobility of life and intellectual 
achievement—preserved, Lon, in spite of persecution worthy of the caprice 
of fiends, needed only to be displayed in its true proportions in order to 
command the admiration and the reverence of the modern Israelite. 

The task, then, which Zunxz accomplished was no new literary achieve- 
ment. It was the first important step towards a racial revival. A new bond 
of connection was made possible for the members of the House of Israel, 
which promised to .prove stronger than the ties previously recognized. 
Mespetssonn had vainly expounded the cerémonial side of Judaism. He 
had rightly demonstrated the happy lot of the Jew, freed as he was from 
the trammmels of dogma. . But his insistence upon observances as the chief 
element in the religion failed to afford either sufficient scope for the imag- 
nation or the necessary material on which to nourish enthusiasm. The failure 
of his system is strikingly demonstrated by the fact that his descendants are 
alienated to-day from the ancestral faith. With keener insight Zonz 


appealed to far more fruitful sources of inspiration. He fixed the eyes of his 
brethren, not on the dialectic niceties of thelaw and the hedges subtly devised 
agaiust minute transgressions, but on the eloquent page of history which, though

conjured -the Jew to be true to his people by the memory of all they had 


it tells of the dead, exerts on the mind an intluence that is ever living. 


endured and all they bad accomplished for Religion and Humanity. 

It is well that this shifting of the centre of gravity should be remem- 
bered today ; forit suggests the policy which must be adopted in the future 
if the aim dear to us all—the. consolidation of Judaism—is to be realised. 
The methods of the old) Berlin savant If the Jewish 
body is to be saved from disruption some object must be found capable 
of exciting the interest and the enthusiasm of the indifferent, 


must be continued, 
Judaism is 
not exempt from the difficulties which confront every religious system in 
these days. Religion is emphatically on its trial, and only those systems 
W ll pass through the ordeal successfully which can victoriously wrestle 
with the apathy and the rationalism that are the characteristic marks of 
the age. If Judaism has survived hitherto it has not been through any 


miraculous intervention on its behalf but beeause it has known how to 


adapt itself to the shifting circumstances of the times. It nust show a like 


adaptability now. The liberal tendeney which exacts from the Israelite 
the very smallest confession of abstract belief must assert itseltonce more in 
the direction of religious practices, That Jewish ceremonial is instinet with 
spiritual meaning, that it still plays no small part in the religious training ol 
the Israelite, isundoubted. But we must face the equally unquestionable 
ract that observances are not always sufficient to insure attachment to the 
Jewish body, and that there is a considerable and increasing number of Jews 
Are these to drift 
away entirely, without a, hand being stretched forth to keep them within the 


pale? Is the story of Isaac Disraksi to be repeated in hundreds of cases, and 


who have broken with institutional Juda‘sm altogether. 


many a worthy member permitted to separate himself hopelessly from the 
community because the necessary bond of connection is made too rigid ? The 
question answers itself, We who live now do not intend to imitate the 
policy of excommunication, either active or passive, which characterised 
We will rather adopt the milder and wiser method of 
Hite, and do our best to bring the wavering “ nearer to the Law.” We 
will “lengthen the cords,” because we are persuaded that only by such 
means can we “strengthen the stakes.” Appeal, then, must be made to 
that sympathy with the Past which alone in these days can secure the alle- 
giance of such minds as are impervious to the claims of ceremonial. The

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THE NEW SYNAGOGUE AT NICE. 
The handsome new Synagogue, which has been erected at Nice, to mect the 
spiritual requirements as much of the numerous Jewish visitors to that celebrated 
resort, as of the permanent residents, was inaugurated on Sunday week with 
much pomp. The sacred editice, though sufficiently large for its ordinary pur- 
pose, was far too small to accommodate the brilliant gathering which assembled 
therein to witness the consecration ceremony, and which included high public 
functionaries, judges, the Consuls of the different European States and many 
foreign and native members of the aristocracy, some of whom were English. 
The musical part of the service was rendered by a choir of ladies and child 

ren, with the assistance of an organ. A feature of the ceremony, unknown at 
similar celebrations in England, was the reading by M. Vidal Navi t, President 
of the ¢ ‘onsistory of Marseilles, of the Consistori J decree di claring the Sy Nit- 
gogue to be open for divine worship. No less than three sermons were delivered. 
The first was preached by M. Isidor, ths venerable Grand Rabbi of France, who 
has spent some time at Nice for the r covery of his health. His discourse pro- 
duced a great effect on the visitors who found difficulty in suppressing the 
applause, which, in a less sacred building, the eloquent words of the head of the 
Jewish clergy in France would have called forth. M. Isidor was followed in the 

ulpit by M. Weyl, Grand Rabbi of Marseilles, who, in his turn was succeeded by 
M. Honel Meiss, Rabbi of Nice. The sermon of M. Meiss, who has’ gained 
the eslecni both of Jews and hon Jéws was, like that of his chief, full of 
eloquence aud erudition, and was devoted toa study of the mission of Jadaism 
and the synagogue, and of the vicissitudes through which the former has passed. 
A collection was subsequently made and the service concluded with the prayer 
for the Republic offered up by M. Mcise, who was then presented by the Jewish 
residents with a superb golden Kiddush cup. Several handsome gifts in silver 
have been made to the synagogue by the Baroness Nathaniel de Rothschi'd, 
Baron Arthur de Rothschild and M, Poliakoff (Russian Privy Councillor of State) 
the celebrated Railway King of St. Petersburg, who was present at the opening 
ceremony.
